ANNUAL  MEETING  AND  CONFERENCE 
January  26,  1944 

The  Fifty-third  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  was  held 
at  the  Women's  Republican  Club,  46  Beacon  Street,  Boston,  on 
January  26,  1944,  at  11:00  A.M.,  President  Robert  Walcott 
presiding.  All  reports  of  officers  and  committees  for  1943  were 
presented,  and  appropriate  action  taken. 

Mr.  Fletcher  Steele  who  succeeded  Mr.  William  Ellery  as 
Chairman  of  the  Reservations  Committee  read  his  report 
(see  Page  19). 

Various  objections  were  made  to  the  proposed  change  of 
name  of  the  Society.  It  was  voted  to  refer  the  subject  back  to 
the  Standing  Committee  for  further  consideration  to  be  re- 
ported at  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  of  the  Corporation,  146 
members  and  associates,  including  guests  and  delegates  from 
affiliated  organizations  met  at  luncheon. 

President  Walcott  presided.  He  urged  more  Trustees  to 
attend  the  Annual  Business  Meeting  before  the  luncheon  to 
hear  reports  of  committees  and  take  part  in  the  business  of  the 
Society. 

He  presented  the  Annual  Award  for  Distinguished  Service 
for  Conservation  to  Mr.  William  Sumner  Appleton  of  The 
Society  for  the  Preservation  of  New  England  Antiquities. 

President  Walcott  called  upon  Mr.  Charles  S.  Bird,  Chair- 
man of  the  Standing  Committee,  who  presented  his  annual 
report  (see  Page  5). 

The  guest  speaker  at  the  Luncheon  Meeting,  Mr.  Edwin  J. 
Hipkiss,  Curator  of  the  Department  of  Decorative  Arts  of  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  spoke  on  ' 'Conservators  of  a  Cultural 
Heritage."

"Man  does  not  live  by  bread  alone." 
"Cast  thy  bread  upon  the  waters  for  thou  shalt  find 
it  after  many  days." 

To  recite  texts  of  this  kind  in  introducing  a  report  of  the 
accomplishments  of  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations  for 
1943  may  seem  out  of  place,  but  it  is  the  spiritual  influence  in 
our  work  that  fundamentally  keeps  us  going. 

The  founders  of  this  Society  held  that  the  preservation  of 
natural  beauty  and  historic  interest  was  not  only  of  material 
worth-while  to  check  the  commercialization  in  the  use  of  land, 
but  contributed  something  more  than  that,  something  of  a 
spiritual  character,  by  providing  for  all  citizens  open  spaces  for 
recreation  and  enjoyment. 

Scientists  more  and  more  realize  that  spiritual  education  must 
accompany  their  work  if  inventions  which  harness  the  powers  of 
nature  are  not  going  to  be  used  by  evil  men  for  our  destruction. 

In  these  grim  days  it  is  an  easy  way  out  for  any  organization 
such  as  ours  to  close  for  the  duration.  If  their  work  interferes 
with  the  one  major  objective  of  winning  the  war,  it  is  well. 
But,  the  war  is  often  used  as  the  excuse  for  inertia  and  ineffi- 
ciency.   "C'est  la  guerre"  covers  a  multitude  of  sins. 

As  for  our  accomplishments  in  1943,  I  cannot  estimate  some 
of  them  for  much  of  the  work  of  our  Secretary  is  devoted  to 
arousing  general  interest  in  the  needs  and  uses  of  open  spaces, 
and  we  never  know  how  successful  we  have  been  for  it  is  a 
matter  of  education,  but  we  have  other  definite  achievements 
to  report: 

First:  Local  Committees  now  supervise  all  our  properties. 
Under  the  general  direction  of  our  Reservations  Committee  we 
aim  to  give  them  as  full  responsibility  as  possible. 

We  are  happy  to  announce  that  Mr.  Fletcher  Steele  has  be- 
come our  new  Chairman  of  the  Reservations  Committee  follow- 
ing Mr.  William  Ellery  who  served  us  long  and  well. 

Second:  Our  Secretary  has  delivered  many  illustrated  lec- 
tures including  a  new  one  compiled  entitled  "Saving  Beauty 
Spots  from  Cape  Cod  to  the  Berkshires."    He  has  visited  all 
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our  reservations  during  the  year  and  worked  in  many.  He  has 
distributed  2,000  of  our  year  books.  We  have  secured  twenty 
new  members,  three  of  whom  are  Life  Members  with  one 
Founder,  all  of  whom  we  welcome  with  open  arms. 

Third:  From  our  Whitney  Woods  Reservation  in  Cohasset 
we  have  weeded  out  a  considerable  number  of  trees  under  the 
direction  of  an  expert  forester,  the  timber  to  be  used  for  Navy 
landing  barges.  The  reservation  was  much  used  particularly 
by  2,000  servicemen  who  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
for  recreation  and  exercise.  We  received  this  year  from  the 
United  States  Government  $7,500  in  payment  for  125  acres  of 
land  which  was  taken  for  an  ammunition  depot. 

Fourth:  Some  years  ago,  in  order  to  stir  us  to  some  definite 
accomplishment  each  year  and  overcome  any  inherent  inclina- 
tion to  vague  inertia,  we  adopted  a  slogan — "Three  New  Reser- 
vations a  Year."  Of  course,  they  must  fill  our  requirements. 
With  this  slogan  as  an  incentive  we  have  not  yet  failed  to  ac- 
complish this  annual  task.  However,  it  has  not  been  easy. 
This  year  I  am  able  to  report  the  following  additions  with  grate- 
ful appreciation  to  the  donors: 

1.  28  acres  of  land  in  Hingham  adjoining  Whitney  and 
Thayer  Woods  given  by  Mrs.  Ezra  R.  Thayer. 

2.  5  acres  of  land  adjoining  Halibut  Point  given  by  Dr. 
Charles  F.  Stube. 

3.  30  acres  of  open  land  in  the  center  of  Plymouth  overlooking 
Duxbury  Beach,  Plymouth  Bay,  and  as  far  as  Manomet 
Peninsula  with  an  endowment,  which  we  are  promised,  but 
for  which  papers  have  not  yet  passed. 

Fifth:  Interested  in  having  lists  for  future  reference  and  use, 
the  Standing  Committee  was  impressed  with  a  map  published 
by  the  Cohasset  Historical  Society.  Believing  that  this  would 
stimulate  other  towns  to  compile  a  similar  map,  copies  were 
sent  to  all  our  affiliated  societies  with  the  request  that  they  re- 
turn them  to  our  Secretary  marked  with  all  places  of  particular 
historic  interest  or  natural  beauty  in  danger  of  commercializa- 
tion. Had  we  previous  data  of  such  places  as  the  Gore  Place  in 
Waltham  and  the  Old  Manse  in  Concord,  the  task  of  acquiring 
them,  the  first  entrusted  to  an  independent  society  and  the 
second  as  one  of  our  holdings,  would  have  been  somewhat 
simplified. 

Sixth:  Our  Secretary  and  the  Reservations  Chairman  have  in- 
vestigated many  new  projects,  such  as  a  beach  at  Edgartown; 
an  old  granite  quarry  railroad  in  Quincy;  a  beautiful  pasture 
of  Mountain  Laurel  in  Granville  (some  20  acres  known  as  Phelon 
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Hill);  properties  along  the  Mashpee  River  at  Mashpee;  the 
former  home  of  Herman  Melville,  "Arrowhead",  for  which  an 
endowment  has  been  offered,  if  it  can  be  secured. 

The  outstanding  project  is  along  the  shores  of  Ipswich.  It 
should  become  one  of  the  most  magnificent  in  the  state  if  not 
the  finest. 

We  were  offered  a  fine  beach  at  Kennebunkport,  Maine,  but, 
of  course,  could  not  accept  it  under  our  charter.  Our  Secretary, 
however,  gave  help  towards  its  possible  disposition. 

Seventh:  Our  property,  the  Old  Manse,  at  Concord,  was 
open  with  the  usual  number  of  visitors  in  attendance,  a  great 
many  of  them  who,  being  in  the  service,  pay  no  entrance  fee. 

Mr.  George  S.  Keyes,  who  for  so  many  years  was  our  able 
custodian  and  did  much  for  us,  died  this  year  to  our  great  sorrow 
and  loss. 

Eighth:  Although  The  Trustees  have  confined  their  aims 
only  to  reservations  with  some  unique  quality,  we  have  not  tied 
our  work  solely  to  this  limited  field.  We  have  always  believed 
our  duty  to  contribute  as  much  as  possible  to  the  encouragement 
of  any  work  that  is  concerned  with  opportunities  for  conserva- 
tion and  recreation.  This  follows  the  precedent  set  by  our 
founders,  who  were  responsible  for  the  Metropolitan  Park  Sys- 
tem, and  helped  to  establish  the  Department  of  Conservation. 
As  recorded  in  our  reports  of  past  years  we  have  been  able  to 
turn  over  to  the  State  a  number  of  reservations  too  large  for  us 
to  maintain  and  have  continued  to  give  what  help  we  could  to 
State  Planning. 

Some  years  ago  a  committee  called  the  "Needs  and  Uses  of 
Open  Spaces"  prepared  maps  showing  all  existing  open  spaces, 
with  suggestions  for  additions.  Since  then  a  Division  of  Parks 
has  been  established  by  a  bill  presented  to  the  General  Court 
by  The  Trustees. 

Some  years  ago  we  recommended  the  extension  of  the  Metro- 
politan Park  System  in  a  descriptive  pamphlet  entitled  "The 
Bay  Circuit."  We  have  made  a  complete  set  of  colored  motion 
pictures  of  this  Circuit  idea  this  year  to  be  called  "The  Ad- 
vantages of  the  Enlargement  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  System." 
Officers  of  some  of  the  towns  adjoining  the  Circuit  have  been 
opposed  to  it,  for  financial  reasons,  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
financial  return  in  the  long  run  would  far  exceed  any  temporary 
expense  aside  from  other  many  and  increasing  advantages. 

Under  our  auspices,  and  the  Society  for  the  Preservation  of 
New  England  Antiquities,  we  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  Eric 
Underwood,  a  former  member  of  the  Council  of  the  National 
Trust  of  England,  tell  us  of  the  work  of  that  society,  that  great 
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organization  which  you  will  remember  was  modeled  after  our 
society.  Having  infinitely  greater  opportunities  they  had 
naturally  exceeded  our  achievements,  but  their  record  is  par- 
ticularly inspiring  for  they  have  never  let  up  even  when  all 
England  was  in  mortal  danger.  Their  report  of  achievement 
marks  one  of  courage  in  doing  a  fine  job. 

As  for  Our  Program  for  1944 

What  we  may  be  able  to  accomplish  is  largely  dependent  upon 
our  members  and  new  supporters.  Without  financial  help  of 
gifts  and  bequests  our  program  is  necessarily  slow  for  our  en- 
dowment is  woefully  inadequate.  We  believe  that  we  have 
something  more  to  contribute  than  material  things  and  it  is  the 
spiritual  aspect  of  our  work  which  interests  us  and  gives  us  the 
urge  to  carry  on.

The  use  of  the  park  by  autoists  during  the  past  season  has 
of  necessity  been  very  much  curtailed,  and  while  there  have  been 
some  outside  visitors,  still  its  use  by  the  townspeople  and  the 
summer  residents  seemed  to  have  been  as  much  as  ever,  if  one 
can  judge  by  the  picnic  parties  using  the  grounds. 

The  general  condition  of  the  park  is  good  with  the  exception 
of  the  large  white  and  red  oaks,  which  have  been  badly  stripped 
by  the  Gypsy  Moth,  and  at  present  there  are  quantities  of  egg 
masses  on  the  trees.  It  would  seem  as  if  it  would  be  better  to 
remove  many  of  these  large  oaks  as  their  usefulness  is  about 
over,  and  they  continue  to  be  food  for  an  increasing  number  of 
pests.  It  is  practically  impossible  to  spray  enough  to  get  them 
all  owing  to  a  lack  of  materials  and  labor. 

The  town  made  the  usual  appropriation  and  Mr.  W.  E. 
Lawrence,  the  caretaker,  has  kept  the  park  in  as  good  condition 
as  is  possible  with  the  limited  funds.

The  chief  report  concerning  the  Old  Manse  last  year  is  that 
we  were  able  to  keep  it  open  from  April  19th  to  November  15th 
for  the  enjoyment  of  2,787  visitors,  and  that  on  the  books  the 
total  deficit  for  the  past  twelve  months  was  only  $128.76. 

Much  of  the  credit  for  this  year's  attendance  figures  must  be 
given  to  a  new  pathway  to  the  Manse  from  the  Mall  going  down 
to  Concord's  North  Bridge.  Practically  every  tourist  who 
comes  to  Concord  makes  the  pilgrimage  down  to  see  the  old 
battleground,  and  practically  every  one  of  these,  as  he  walks  up 
the  Mall  toward  the  main  road,  now  sees  a  relatively  inoffensive 
sign  calling  attention  to  this  new  path  to  the  home  of  Rev. 
William  Emerson  and  Hawthorne.  It  made  visible  the  old 
home  from  the  path  to  the  bridge. 

Your  Committee  feel,  nevertheless,  that  we  do  need  money — 
for  attending  to  the  replacement  and  upkeep  needs  of  the  Manse. 
Several  people  have  criticized  the  interior  as  being  "shabby" 
and  have  even  suggested  a  thorough  repainting  of  the  woodwork 
throughout.  It  would  be  like  dry  cleansing  the  original  copy 
of  the  Constitution.  But  there  are  places  where  a  badly  soiled 
or  worn  fabric,  not  the  original  anyway,  could  and  should  be  re- 
placed by  a  clean  and  whole  material.    And  that  means  money. 

During  the  course  of  the  past  year  we  have  been  able  to  add 
two  extremely  interesting  portraits  to  the  walls,  both  of  them 
copies  of  originals  owned  by  the  Concord  Public  Library.  A 
charcoal  and  chalk  drawing  of  kindly  Mrs.  Samuel  Ripley,  re- 
produced photographically  for  us  and  properly  framed,  now 
hangs  over  the  fireplace  in  Ezra  Ripley's  study.    The  other 
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addition  is  a  pastel  copy  by  Mrs.  Sidney  Wrightington  of  a 
portrait  of  Una  Hawthorne  done  in  the  same  medium  by  William 
Gorham  Wills  and  Henrietta  Cochran  in  England  when  Una 
was  about  thirty  years  old.  This  we  have  hung  on  the  second 
floor  in  Hawthorne's  study,  properly  framed  in  gold.  These 
were  made  possible  by  gifts  from  friends  of  The  Trustees. 

Probably  few  of  our  regular  visitors  will  have  noticed  any 
changes  in  the  arrangement  of  the  furniture  of  the  Manse  this 
year,  yet  we  have  put  a  good  deal  of  thought  into  that  phase  of 
our  problem,  and  have  done  some  minor  moving  about  and 
eliminating.  A  number  of  faded  and  late  nineteenth  century 
photographs  are  no  longer  in  evidence  and  the  walls  seem  much 
improved. 

We  have  worked  out  and  forwarded  to  The  Trustees  what 
seems  to  be  a  satisfactory  long  range  policy  for  the  maintaining 
of  the  Manse.

(Various  clearings  are 
suggested  to  show  up  faces  of  rock  at  intervals).  Removal 
of  weed  trees  to  bring  out  individual  trees

upper  end 

Consider  removal  of  certain  roadside  trees  on  Route  No.  7 
which  interfere  with  the  view  of  cliffs

This  fall  I  mentioned  to  Mr.  Cranson  that  I  wished  we  could 
do  something  about  clearing  the  entrance  to  the  Petticoat  Hill 
Reservation  and  cleaning  up  the  trail.  He  immediately 
rounded  up  our  Boy  Scouts  and  the  men  who  work  under  him 
on  the  road  and  others  who  were  interested,  and  on  a  Saturday 
afternoon  we  "set  to"  with  axes  and  brush  scythes. 
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The  entrance  was  cleared  back  to  the  big  boulder  with  the 
placque.  Some  of  us  followed  the  trail  to  the  top  cutting  and 
piling  dead  and  broken  wood  and  two  groups  worked  to  cut  the 
brush,  which  had  grown  up  to  obstruct  the  fine  views  from  the 
big  oak  and  at  the  top.  We  also  replaced  log  seats,  which  had 
been  dislodged. 

I  had  hoped  to  get  the  brush  we  piled  burned,  and  am  happy  to 
report  we  did  make  considerable  progress.  I  think  such  com- 
munity projects  freely  entered  into  help  to  increase  interest  in 
and  use  of  the  Reservation.

Other  than  cutting  a  couple  of  cords  of  dead  white  pine  for  use 
in  the  fireplaces  in  the  camping  area,  no  work  was  done  at 
Rocky  Narrows  during  1943. 

Those  who  knew  the  Narrows  before  1938  will  recall  the 
luxurious  stand  of  hemlocks  on  the  Knoll  at  the  "Gates  of  the 
Charles."  For  five  years  these  trees  have  been  lying  on  the 
ground  in  a  twisted  mass.  But  underneath  and  through  them 
a  forest  of  young  Hemlocks,  averaging  four  feet  in  height,  is 
struggling  towards  the  light. 

A  friend  of  Rocky  Narrows  has  just  given  $100  to  remove 
the  fallen  timber  from  the  Knoll.  Your  Committee  has 
undertaken  this  work,  which  can  be  done  efficiently  only  when 
the  Dingle  Hole  is  frozen  over,  providing  access  to  the  Knoll 
with  solid  footing.  Your  Committee  find  that  it  will  cost  about 
$125  more  to  complete  this  work.  It  is  hoped  that  others 
who  are  interested  in  preserving  the  beauty  of  the  Charles  will 
also  contribute.

During  the  year  the  Reservation  has  been  supervised,  the 
roads  have  been  kept  open  for  easy  entrance  by  means  of  fire 
trucks  or  other  important  vehicles.  The  trails  have  been  also 
kept  cleared.

Naturally  the  Reservation  has  not  been 
used  as  much  as  it  would  had  transportation  been  easier,  but  a 
goodly  number  of  people  have  used  it  for  walking,  while  for 
horseback  riding  it  has  been  used  a  moderate  amount,  although 
even  with  this  there  is  much  less  riding,  of  course,  than  in  good 
times. 

With  the  recent  cold  weather  and  the  perfect  condition  of  the 
ice  on  the  ponds,  they  have  been  used  a  good  deal  by  skating 
groups. 

The  expense  of  caring  for  the  property  has  been  assumed  by 
me  and  has  not  been  drawn  upon  from  the  endowment.

The  Charles  W.  Ward  Reservation,  like  the  others,  has  had 
a  quiet  season. 

By  mid-summer  the  ultra-high-frequency  radio  was  in  use, 
and  now  the  State  Constabulary  may  readily  talk  to  each  other 
in  any  part  of  the  Commonwealth  and  far  wider  areas. 

There  are  two  locations  on  the  hill  where  we  find  indications 
of  early  log  cabin  sites.  As  Phillips  Academy  trains  some 
students  each  year  in  Archeology  field  work,  we  had  two  of  these 
boys  make  trial  test  holes,  but  nothing  of  interest  was  discovered 
by  them. 

Last  year  the  state  guard  three  times  had  practice  maneuvers 
across  the  hilltop  and  there  were  groups  of  hikers.  Mr.  Camp- 
bell, our  State  Forester,  on  the  outlook  tower  reported  over  four 
hundred  visitors. 

In  past  years  the  Phillips  Academy  has  had  many  ski  meets. 
At  some  of  them  over  two  hundred  people  have  gathered,  in- 
cluding participants  and  the  gallery.  Snow  was  good  and  Mrs. 
Kimball  found  over  seventy  persons  on  skiis  during  three 
trips  along  the  trails.

The  Trustees  have  received  a  gift  from  Mrs.  Ezra  R.  Thayer 
of  about  28  acres  of  beautiful  woodland  on  the  southerly  side  of 
Turkey  Hill  Lane.  The  Thayer  Trail  traverses  the  middle  of  it. 
Mrs.  Thayer  has  been  developing  this  tract  for  over  two  years. 

The  markings  of  all  the  trails  have  been  freshly  painted.  The 
Reservation  has  been  improved  by  the  removal  of  certain  trees 
that  have  interfered  with  the  growth  of  other  promising  ones. 
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Such  trees  have  been  selected  and  marked  with  care  for  removal 
by  experts  and  the  general  condition  of  the  forest  has  been  im- 
proved. 

Many  of  the  roads  need  attention  and  will  soon  be  re- 
paired. We  have  been  pleased  to  make  our  Reservation  at 
Cohasset  available  to  the  armed  forces  and  over  2,000  soldiers 
have  used  the  parking  space,  lunch  tables  and  fireplaces  during 
1943.  They  have  bivouacked  several  nights  in  the  parking 
space  and  have  used  the  Reservation  for  recreation  and  exercise. 

The  Local  Committee  has  been  very  interested  and  active  in 
the  welfare  of  the  Reservation  and  has  spent  many  hours  in 
marking  the  trails  and  clearing  and  burning  trash.  Secretary 
Fletcher  has  been  unusually  fortunate  in  having  the  fire  patrol 
under  the  Department  of  Agriculture  work  over  two  months 
with  three  men  when  weather  would  permit  in  burning  brush 
with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Conservation,  Ray- 
mond J.  Kenney. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  of  a  ban  on  motors,  3,762  people,  in- 
cluding the  armed  forces,  visited  and  enjoyed  Whitney  Woods 
during  1943.

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FOR  THE  YEAR  1943 

Substantial  use  and  appreciation  of  the  Reservations  is  the 
best  stimulant  for  the  Local  Committees.  By  necessity  they 
are  deprived  of  it  during  the  war  since  many  of  the  properties 
are  visited  but  little  or  not  at  all.  Against  this  uninspiring 
background,  however,  the  Local  Committees  have  been  unre- 
mitting in  their  devotion  to  the  trusts  for  which  they  are  re- 
sponsible. They  struggle  to  maintain  their  charges  in  suitable 
condition  against  the  time  when  freedom  to  move  about  shall 
be  restored.  Notwithstanding  the  restrictions  directly  or  in- 
directly imposed  by  the  war,  however,  the  public  has  shown 
active  interest  in  Goodwill  Park,  Governor  Hutchinson's  Field, 
Whitney  Woods,  the  Old  Manse,  the  Charles  W.  Ward  Reserva- 
tion, and  Rocky  Woods. 

In  those  Reservations  which  were  struck  by  the  hurricane,  the 
abnormal  damage  has  been  impossible  wholly  to  repair  because 
of  lack  of  funds.  The  Trustees  are  not  insured  against  wide- 
spread calamity.  Much  has  already  been  done.  What  is  left 
to  do  becomes  more  ugly  and  conspicuous  by  contrast  with  the 
normal  life  of  the  forest  as  time  goes  on.  Lately  there  have 
been  some  welcome  gifts  to  help  the  housecleaning.  Without 
more  assistance,  however,  we  shall  be  forced  for  years  to  come 
to  look  at  mangled,  falling,  and  dead  trees  in  some  of  the  Re- 
servations. 

As  if  wind  and  flood  were  not  enough  of  Nature's  truculence, 
last  winter  ice  weighed  intolerably  heavy  on  some  of  our  woods. 
In  places  they  are  shorn  back  as  if  by  shell  fire.  Great  branches 
hang  from  broken  trees,  threatening  to  fall  at  any  moment. 
The  menace  to  human  beings  makes  one  forget  the  coming  fun- 
gous and  disease  which  will  attack  the  trees  themselves  through 
the  fractures  to  which  we  are  unable  to  give  first  aid. 

In  fact,  all  who  visit  the  Reservations  will  crave  a  fund  on 
which  we  can  draw  to  act  as  our  own  kind  of  Red  Cross  for  the 
relief  of  our  forests.  We  should  tend  the  wounds  of  our  veterans; 
protect  them  from  presumptuous  young  growth;  keep  our  vistas 
open;  thin  out  the  second  growth.  With  all  the  intelligence  and 
material  aid  we  can  muster,  we  should  conserve  the  favored 
landmarks  of  which  we  are  the  stewards.

2.  That  a  rough  register  of  beautiful  or  historical  places,  in 
the  region  covered  by  the  membership  of  the  Society,  should  be 
compiled  by  the  members  of  this  local  Preservation  Committee, 
and  that  a  copy  of  the  list  so  compiled  should  be  filed  at  the 
office  of  The  Trustees. 

3.  That  the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee 
should,  as  far  as  possible,  endeavor  to  influence  local  govern- 
ments toward  preservation  of  the  beautiful  and  historical 
features  of  their  district. 

4.  That  the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee 
should  undertake  to  distribute,  from  time  to  time,  literature 
issued  by  The  Trustees. 

5.  That,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  The  Trustees, 
the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee  should  under- 
take to  further  the  growth  of  membership  in  The  Trustees.

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T"\OES  not  the  landscape  deserve  attention? 

What  are  the  natural  features  which  make  a 
township  handsome? 

A  river,  with  its  waterfalls  and  meadows,  a  lake, 
a  hill,  a  cliff  or  individual  rocks,  a  forest,  and 
ancient  trees  standing  singly.  Such  things  are  beau- 
tiful; they  have  a  high  use  which  dollars  and  cents 
never  represent. 

If  the  inhabitants  of  a  town  were  wise,  they 
would  seek  to  preserve  these  things,  though  at  a 
considerable  expense. 

It  would  be  worth  while  if  in  each  town  a  com- 
mittee were  appointed  to  see  that  the  beauty  of  the 
town  received  no  detriment.  If  we  have  the  biggest 
bowlder  in  the  country,  then  it  should  not  belong 
to  an  individual,  nor  be  made  into  a  doorstep.  As 
in  many  countries  precious  metals  belong  to  the 
crown,  so  here  more  precious  natural  objects  of 
rare  beauty  should  belong  to  the  public.
